Mr, Wells’s Message. 


Except, perhaps, Charles Dickens, no 
famous novelist has been more auto 
biographical than Mr, H. G. Wells. He 
began life as a draper’s assistant, and he 
has caused us to realise the hardships and 
amenities of that calling through the 
minds and eyes of at least three of his 
heroes. Now the Shop Assistants’ Con- 
ference has had the happy thought to ask 
Mr. Wells for a “ message,” and has got 
a very hearty and sensible reply. In fact, 
it is almost disappointingly sensible: it 
might have been written by the late 
Samuel Smiles or by the author of “ From 
Log Cabin to White House.” Mr. Wells 
gives very sound, but quite commonplace, 
advice to ambitious shop assistants. He 
tells them to read much, to “learn the 
story of the stuff you handle,”. to keep 
adaptable, and to study the temper and 
quality of their customers. The human 
part of this message consists in the revela- 
tion that Mr, Wells, though now a good 
adviser, wes formerly a very unsatisfac- 
tory shop assistant. “What got me out 
of the business,” he confesses, “ was 
nothing but incompetence.’’ He could not 
pack .parcels or respect his shopwalker. 
If these gifts had been his, he might have 
been a draper’s assistant still—but then 
we never should have known Mr, Hoop- 
driver or Mr. Polly or Kipps, Another 
whom the drapery trade gave to literature 
was Daniel Defoe. If his business had 
prospered, Robinson Crusoe might have 
remained unborn.

The presidential address by Mr. R. C. 
Wallhead at the annual meeting of the 
independent Labour Party is an interest- 
ing reflection of the mind of Labour. The 
growth of the British Labour movement 
has been very rapid; but, while its 
power has increased enormously since 
the war, Labour’s mind is still im.

Mr. Wallhead said that the 
principles of the Russian revolution were 
not practicable in other countries, Lenin 
himself has admitted that they are not 
practicable in Russia. Ii during recent 
years public opinion has been becoming 
more ‘and more unsympathetic with 
organised Labour in these islands, the 
reason has not been that the average man 
does not wish the worker well, but that he 
has been frightened of Bolshevism. He re- 
garded the use of the strike weapon for 
politieal purposes as the thin end of the 
wedgé, He was anxious enough to give 
Labour a square deal, but was determined 
to fight Bolshevism to the last gasp.

Dublin’s Rates. 


, The citizens of Dublin probably are in 
a mood to be thankful for small merctes. 
Last year their rates reached the formid- 
able figure of 22s. 4d, in the pound. The 
proposed estimates for the current financial 
year are published to-day by the Corpora- 
tion’s Finance and General Purposes Com- 
mitiee. They promise a reduction of 1s. 6d. 
in the rates, and the relief, though slight, 
will be welcome. ‘The total estimate of 
last year’s expenditure was £1,169,227. It 
has been reduced for the.current year to 


. £1,092,407—a difference of £66,820, which 


permits the total rate to fall from 22s. 4d. 
to 20s. 10d. Considerable reductions have 
been possible in two directions, As 
& result of various economies in the work- 
ing of public institutions the Grand Jury 
cess has been reduced by 11d. in the 


‘pound. The amalgamation of the two 


unions and the improved management have 
had an excellent effect. on the poor rate. 
Thesé two demands, indeed, show a fall 
of £168,505, représenting a total rate re- 
duction of 3s..23d. in the pound ; but other 
spending departments are responsible for 
a net increase of £101,685. On balance, 
therefore, only a reduction of 1s. 6d. comes 
the ratepayer's way. The new estimates 
allew him to hope, however, that the Oor- 
poration and its allied bodies have entered 
upon a campaign of reform which will 
havé more substantial results in the near 
future.

RUSSIA'S BLOW AT THE ALLIES. 


Mr. Wickham Steed, Special Correspondent of 
The Tinws at Genoa, telegraphed last night :— 
The Germans and folshevisis have jointly 
administered a formidabie kick to the Confer- 
ence. They signed last uight a formal treaty, 
consisting of four articles. The significance of 
this proceeding is self-evident. The Germans, 
who accepted the Cannes resolutions, have 
violated them, and have stabbed the Conference 
in the back. 

In justification of their conduct, they plead 
that they were invited to (ake part in a genera! 
Conference on a footing of equalitv, but have 
been thrust aside while the convening Powers 
have negotiated privately with the Bolshevists 

The Bolshevists have no explanation for the 
moment, but their motive is clear. They wish 
to emack the Allies in the face, and at the same 
time try to force their hende in regard to 
de jure recognition aud the cancellation of 
debts. 

T have reason to believe thai neither Mr. 
Lloyd George nor the French had any know- 
ledge of the signature of this German-Bolshevist 
Treaty before four o'clock this afternoon. At 
five o'clock the Italian Delegation summoned a 
special meeting of the convening Powers.

There were wild scenes in the Marrow- 
bone area Of Belfast last night. Snipers 
took up their positions early in the even-

The Government forces fired volley afier 
volley in the efforts to stop the snipers, 
but apparently were unable to locate them. 

The inhabitants were terror-stricken, 
and for a couple of hours nobody except a 
few foolhardy persons was abroad. 

At. about nine o’clock,’- however, the 
residents: in Antigua street—a “ mixed '' 
street—were driven from their homes by 
a dastardly outrage. 

Six houses, tenanted 
Catholics, were set on fire, and. men, 
women, and children rushed into the 
street. Pitiable scenes were witnessed. 

The fire brigade’ was quickly on the 
scene, and, by smart work, managed to 
extinguish the flames. 

The men and the machines had just got 
back to their stations, however, when the 
alarm was givea again, and they had to 
return to Antigna street. This time they 
found five houses on fire. Once more lines 
of hose were connected, and they snc- 
ceeded in saying the premises. 

Comparative peace prevailed for a brief 
period, but then the incendiaries got to 
work again.’ Petrol was poured. on the 
woodwork in foar houses, and it was set 
alight. On this occasion considerable 
damage was done. 

During the evening James Fearon, 56 
Glenpark stveet, was shot through the 
stomach; Patrick Doran, Gt. Patrick 
street, was fired at in Campbell street, and 
wounded in the thigh; and William 
Lowry, 55 Louisa street, was treated at 
the-Mospital for a bullet wound to his 
unger. 

Two Special Constables who were on duty 
at Cliftonville Circus were fired at from 
the direction of Alliance avenue. They 
returned the fire and chased their 
assailants, but the latter managed to make 
good their escape.

Mr. R. C, Wallhead, in his presidential 
address at the annual conference of the 
Independent Labour Party at Nottingham 
yesterday, said that in industry the condi- 
tion of tho workers went from bad to 
worse, i 

‘The long-céntinued period of general un- 
employment, having drained the trade 
unions to exhaustion, bad .presented them 
as a fitting object for mérciless attack. 

The wages of the working classes of Britain 
had been reduced by not less than £400,000,000 
rer year, and still the insatiable demand con- 
tinued for more, In addition, actual working 
conditions were again being attacked, and they 
would soon have in their programme once 
more a renewed demand for the eight-hour day. 
Yet the very people who were primarily re- 
aponsible for this continued cornering of work- 
mg-class standards deplored - the itical and 
economic ignorance of the wage-earnera who 
were not class-conscious and the eocial and 
folitical animosity of those who were. 

In the field of foreign policy the record of 
the Coalition was exactly what one might expect 
from policies so evilly conceived. The evil 
wrought by the framers of, and assentore to, 
the pernicious Versailles Treaty was bearing, 
un@ would continue to bear, its calamitous 
fruit, even unto the next generation. The 
essential] evil of that agreement flay in the 
fundamental lie that the sole responsibility 
for the war rested with the defeated countries. 
If that went, they were told that the Versailles 
Treay would go. 

Whether those who supported the war liked 
it or not, that fiction could no longer be ade- 

nately maintained. It wae useless for the 

remier, face to face with the evil his rolicy 
had wrought, to go to Genoa, or anywhere else, 
lacking tho courage to recognise this outstand- 
ing truth, no matter how unpalatable it might 
be. Mr. Lloyd George's policy had reduced 
to penury tit working millions of Central 
Europe, and this penury was the weight which 
an unmecrupuleus capitalist class was using to 
aprons the standard of living, of their people 
below that of pre-war days.

Dealing with the now programme and con- 
stitution of the Independent Labour Party, Mr. 
Wallhead said :-—Tremendous changes are loom- 
mg ahead, the old litical parties of this 
country are in the melting pot, and new align- 
ments are taking place, along with those of Con- 
tinental countries. The days of agitation, end 
propaganda are to a certain extent ending, and 
the task of administration begina. In this work 
of administration the task of co-ordinating 
focialist theory to immediate practical problems 
must necessarily arise. One problem. that is 
certain to appear is that of dealing with the 
ever-growing menace of parasitism. 

Mr. Robert Smillie moved the following emer- 
gency resolution :—

Mr. Smillie said that the present struggle of 
the engineers, and that of the miners last year, 
were not isolated incidents, but part of a deep- 
laid scheme by the employing class against 
organised Labour. It had been planned tor 
months prior to the lock-out of the miners. 
The Federation of the British Industries was 
in it. Members of the Government and pro- 
minent officiale of the engineering and other 
reat employers’ organisations were in “it. 

hey met from time to @ime, and deliberately 
laid: their plans for their attack on the. move- 
ment. 

Future generations would regard their an- 
cestors as fools for permitting those who had 
invested, not their money, but their lives in 
industry, to have no voice in management. 
The employers were determined not to, allow 
the workers to have any voice, but organised 
Labour would not always be prepared to sb 
that situation. He regretted that three of the 
leading characters on the employers’ side 
hailed from north of the Tweed—Sir Robert 
Horne, Sir Allan Smith, and Sir Adam Nimmo. 

The resolution was carried. 


THE WORKERS’ RIGHTS. 


The Conference gave consideration to the new 
draft, programme, setting out the objects and 
policy of the party, submitted by the National 
Council. 

An amendment by Bradford was treated as 
an alternative policy. This emphasised the 
rights of the worker over any other person in 
the future State, and pledged the party to 
arouse the public conscience to a recognition of 
the priority of claim on all commodities of 
children, the aged and infirm, and all those en- 
gaged in the production and distribution of 
essential utilities, and to deny the claim of 
those who lived by c“ming. instead of working. 

The amendment, on a card vote, was de- 
feated hy 251 votes to 127. i 

The subject of workers’ control was raised 
on an amendment by Limehouse, Sheffield, and 
other branches, declaring that the internal 
management of each industry must be in the 
hands of the workers—administrative, techni- 
cal, and manual—engaged therein, operating in 
conjunction with the representatives of the or- 
ganieed consumers. a 

The programme of the National Council 
asserted that the basis of industrial democracy 
must be the organisation of the wage and 
salary cerners, and of consumers, and that the 
machinery for cooperation between consumers 
and. producers musi be determined by er- 
perience. 

Mr. Rameay Macdonald emphasised the re- 
servation that the amendment did mot mean a 
central legislative authority, based upon im- 
dustry, but an administrative body within the

PHOTOGRAPHS BY TELEGRAPHY.

phases of the transmitting and the receiving 
apparatue.

Some minutes later the main attack was de 
livered. The attackers seem to have been dis- 
tributed along Haddington road, Northumber. 
land road, and at the rear of the barrack 
buildings. The guard replied vigorously to the 
fire from without, and the intensity of the 
vhooting caused something like a panic in the 
neighbourhood. 

_ It has not been ascertained what casualties, 
if any, were sustained by the attackers.

THE ROYAL IRISH 


CONSTABULARY. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—As the Chief Secretary for Ireland has 
promised an Amending Order, dealing with the 
terms of nsion and compensation to the 
Royal Irish Constabulary on disbandmeni, will 
he permit me to draw public attention to the 

ollowing demands which have been strongly 
urged on the Government by the representa- 
tive bodies? 3 

Compensation.—The Government of Ireland 

Act of 1914 provided that the R.1.C. should 
,remain a reserved service for a period of six 
years on full pay end allowances, and, in acidi- 
tion to this, allowed twelve years’ added ser- 
vice on compulsory retirement. This period 
of six years’ reserved service, with the oppor- 
tunities of increased increments of pay and 
further promotion which it afforded, was equal 
to at least a gratuity of three years’ pay on 
retirement. un other words, it meant one- 
third of six years’ pay and ali the allowances 
payable for six years. : 
e disbandment terms of the present Go- 
vernment allow no gratuity whatever, and no 
compensation or gratuity for loss of office. The 
Representative Body of the R.1.C. have strongly 
urged on the Government the necessity of 
ranting terms at least equal to those granted 
by the Act of 1914. In support of this de- 
mand they have pointed out the altered cir- 
cumstances since 1914, and the fact that the 
members of the Force could not now with safety 
return to their homes; but must part with their 
belongings at a sacrifice or for nothing, and 
leave their country and their kith and kin— 
all because they had discharged their duty to 
the Empire in a@ loyal and faithful manner. 
The Government, however, remained obdurate, 
and persisted in saying that the R.I.C. would 
not be in danger of molestation on dis- 
bandment. 

The Representative Body then, very reluct- 
antly, in order to save the lives of their com- 
rades, which they knew to be in great peril, 
modified their demands to a gratuity of one 
and a-half years’ salary for married men, and 

year's salary for single men. Even this 
small concession was refused, with the results 
which ere now known to all. Dying members 
of the Force have been murdered in hospital, 
and disbanded members of the Force, who have 
returned to their homes because they could not 
afford to f° elsewhere, have been assas- 
sinated. ay I[,. therefore, implore the 
members of the Government, if they value the 
lives of the members of the R.1.C., to whom 
such lavish promises of generous treatment 
have been made, to reconsider carefully this 
—— ‘of compensation and gratuity? The 
isbanded and disarmed members of the Force 
are in equity and justice entitled to 
generous gratuities as will enable them to save 
their lives by getting to places of safety, and 
will enable them to exist on their reduced 
pensions until they can get some sort of em- 


est. 
ension Terms.—The Royal Irish Con- 
stabulary have been a over and over 
again that they would get terms of pension 
not worse than those allowed by the Govern- 
ment of Ireland Act of 1920. This provision is 
also embodied in the Irish Treaty. In the 
Act of 1920 it is provided that twelve years be 
added to the service of every officer and man’ 
on disbandment, to count towards pension. 
There is a further clause dealing with officers, 
which provides that a district inspector of the 
third class shall be deemed to get promotion to 
the second class in one and a-half years, and a 
district inspector of the second class shal] be 
deemed to get promotion to the first class in 
eleven years. ere we have it, that a district 
inspector of the third class, with one and a-half 
years service, shall be deemed to be a district 
inspector of the second class. He, therefore, 
should be treated for all intents and purposes 
of the Act as a second class district inspector. 
The cheese-paring Treasury officials, however, 
put a construction of their own ou, this clanse 
in the Act. They say to a third class district 
inspector, “ Although you are deemed to be a 
second class district inspector, we cannot treat 
you as such, and you cannot be deemed to be 
& first class district inspector although you 
have eleven added years.” If certaim facts 
Ea or to be proven in a court of law. are 
y Statute deemed to be evidence. they are in 
fact evidence in every sense of the word. In 
construing the a of the Government 
of Ireland Act, 1920, why should not the same 
rule be applied ? The construction put on this 
clause in the Act is a grave injustice to a large 
body of third class district inspectors, most of 
whom were promoted for gallantry in action. 
It is especially an injustice for the following 
reason>-~By law it is provided that the pro- 
portion of distriet inspectors’ in the different 
classes should be as follows:—First class, 80: 
second class, 80. The remainder were allotted 
to the third class. About nine months ago the 
autborities in Dublin Castle issued an order 
stopping all promotion of district inspectors 
from third to second class or from second to 
first class. Tis order had no legal sanction. as 
the proportion for each class was fixed by law: 
but ite effect was to deprive a large number of 
deserving officers of the promotion to which 
they were entitled, Now we have the added 
— of construing the section of the Act of 
1920 to the disadvantage of the third class 
district inspectors. 


demand that third class officers be accorded the 
full benefit of the twelve added years, with the 
increments of pay to which this added service 
entitles them in second and first class. 
Pensions to Widows and Dependents,-——By the 
Pension Order now on the table of the House 
of Commons (which the Chief Secretary has 
promised to amend) it is provided that only the 
widows or orphans of officers who retired after 
the 28th August, 1921, shall be entitled to 
pensions. This provision is in direct contra. 
vention to the reqommendation of the Des- 
borough Commission, which laid down that 
pensions should be awarded to the widows and 
orphans of officers and men as from the ist 
April, 1919. Assurances were given in Parlia. 
ment that the terms of the Desborough Com- 
miesion Report would be. made applicable in 
every respect as regards pay and pensions to 
the Irish police, and that their pay and pension 
should be on the same seale as in the case of 
the English police Forces.
